The figures are there In 
lilnek and white, nnd they show a 
profit equivalent to 30 per cent of the 
gross Income nnd 18 i>or cent on the 
capital l a I nte l That Is what we call 
a profitable business.. 

How wuh Uita plant able to make so 
good a showing? In a way bo simple 
that any municipal plant could adopt 
It with success If Its superintendent 
were good at figures. And the best of 
It Is that It makes competition by prl 
vatc plants Impossible because— well, 
stockholders are too Inquisitive. 

In the first place the fixed charges 
for Interest on the capital luvested aud 
for depreciation were entirely Ignored. 
Then no allowance was made for taxes 
lost by having municipal Instead of 
private ownership. Next, while full 
charge was made against the water de 
partment and the city offices for lights 
aud supplies, the superintendent con- 
veniently forgot to charge the lighting 
plant with the water used In Its boll- 
or with its share of 
In the city accounting de- 



were 

At the same time the charge for street 
ami public building lights was quite as 
high as In surrounding cities served 
by private companies, which had some 
how or other to provide for all these 
omitted items. 

It is perhaps needless to add that ex- 
cept for the Judicious way In which th» 
superintendent prepared his report a 
considerable deficit would have appear- 
ed Instead of the gratifying profits. Of 
course the taxpayers will have to pro- 
vide the money to mnke good these pn- 
per profits, but they may not for some 
yaars sec the connection between their 
profitable plant anil the higher tax 

te, and meanwhile arc happy In the 

mteniplatlon of Its profits and will 
doubtless testify enthusiastically to the 
benefits Of municipal ownership. 

From the above we may deduce the 
following rule for showing a profit: 
first, omit all Items of expense that 
cup without too Bad] danger of de- 
tection be saddled upon the general 
tax list or other departments; second, 
charge In ns vague a way as possible

Princeton, Ky„ Dec. J — The tobacco 
stemmerles of Jat 
John Orr. the latter controlled by the 
Imperial Tobacco company of New 
York, were totally destroyed by a flro 
kindled by a mob of masked men. 
Several cottages In the vicinity were 
badly damaged, but nobody was hurt. 
The loss Is estimated at $100,000. 

The mob numbered about 300 men. 
It seized the night marshal and dis- 
armed him, then went to the factories 
and quickly applied the torch. The 
masked men stood on guard, permit- 
ting nobody to come near until the 
buildings were completely enveloped 
In flames and help was useless.

Both 
letters were mailed at Princeton, 
which is only a short distance from 
this place, and the first one was re- 
ceived by R. L Moore, who runs the 
largest tobacco warehouse in Critten- 
den county. Mr. Moore sent out no- 
tices that he would not receive any 
more tobacco at the present time. 
The other man to receive a warning 
was Arthur Jarvis. who conducts a big 
warehouse and stemmery. It is un- 
derstood he also will not take In any 
more tobacco. 

Harlan Not a Candidate. 

Louisville Ky.. Dec. 7. — Repeated 
mention of Associate Justice John M. 
Harlan of the supreme court of the 
Halted Stattsas a possible Republican 
candidate for governor of Kentucky 
has finally called forth a definite 
statement from him on the subject. 
This statement took the form of a let- 
ter from Mr. Harlan to his friend and 
former partner, Augustus E. Will- 
son of Louisville. Justice Harlan says: 
"I must forego the honor which par- 
tial friends desire to bestow upon me.
